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DEVICE FOR MAIL CARS. 


Apparatus ~ Automatically Delivers 
Packages From a Moving Train. 

,A simple apparatus for delivering 
mail bags 6r similar packages from a 
moving train is shown tn tlie accom- 
panying engraving. The arrangement 
is such as to deliver the article with- 
out a Violent shock or blow. A hons- 
ing is placed adjacent to the track to 
receive the bag, and the apparatus acts 
automatically to throw the bag into 
the housing while the train is passing. 

The illustration shows a train with 
the mail car partly broken away to re- 
veal the details of the delivering ap-

paratus, In the car there is a coin- 
partment, access to which is had 
through a lid at the top. 
per end of the compartment is a hold- 
er carried by a lever which passes 
through the floor of the exy and is 
fulcrumed to the sill below. The oth- 
er arm of the lever projects down- 
ward and is adapted to engage an op- 
erating rail secured to the ties. The 
lever is held iu normal vertical posi- 
tion by a spring, but when it strikes 
the operating rail, which is curved 
away from the adjacent track rail, it 
is swung on the fulcrum, throwing the 
holder through an opening in the side 
of the car to the position indicated by 
dotted lines in the engraving. This 
serves to pitch the contents of the 
holder into the housing. The mail bag 
slides along a slideway in the housing 
and drops into a compartment at the 
end. There is a compartment at each 
end of the slideway so as to receive 
the mail from trains running in either 
direction. A patent on this invention 
has recently been secured by Mr. Hen- 
ry Hoffman, St. Louis. :

Even pure 
water contains a certain number of 
these. Acid impurities multiply the 


hydrogen ions and strengthen them in | 


their corrosive effect upon iron. The 
action is purely electric and involves 
an exchange of the electric relations 
between the hydrogen and the iron. 
By immersing the iron in a concentrat- 
ed solution of chromic acid and then 
washing and wiping it, says Dr. Cush- 
man, the metal is rendered passive, so 
that it becomes capable of resisting 
electro chemical attack. This, if true, 
remarks the Circle, means that a meth- 
od has at last been found for protect- 
ing structural iron work and machin- 
ery. 


Centrifugal Force. 

There are more phenomena {fn cen- 
trifugal force than the mere power to 
keep articles upright. A soft iron disk 
revolved rapidly will cut through 
heavy armor'plate. Even a disk of 
cardboard revolved rapidly in a lathe 
will behave like sheet metal. A report 
of German experiments states that the 
cardboard can be no longer bent, and 
if struck with a hammer it emits a 
sound like that from bronze. Even pa- 
per acquires quite unusual properties. 
An eight inch disk of good paper, per- 
fectly circular, was placed on the shaft 
of an electric motor, and when rotated 
at the motor’s highest speed it easily 
sawed through cigar box wood. Cen- 
trifugal force may give many other cu- 
rious effects. For example, a small 
chain may be fitted as a closed ring on 
a rotating drum and in such a way 
that ft can be slipped off when the 
drum reaches its highest speed, and 
the chain will then roll on a table like 
a solid ring and bounce up like a hoop 
on striking the ground. ; 


Substitute For Girss. 

Tecturium, a substitute for glass, Is 
prepared by applying a varnish to a 
finely meshed iron wire fabric. The 
varnish consists principally of good 
linseed oil, in which the vertically 
hanging wire fabric is repeatedly dip- 
ped up to as many as twelve times, 
After cach dipping the thin layer of 
ofl is dried in warm afr. The fabric 
thus obtained is exceedingly fexible, 
strong, impermeable and very well 
adapted for skylights, grecnhouses, 
ete,

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ICEBERG DETECTION. — 


New Marine Thermometer Records Sen 
Temperatures Accurately. 

During the summer of 1010 experi 
ments were made in the northern por 
tion of the guif of St. Lawrence with 
a new type of marine thermometer. 
the results of which promise to ald tn 
the detection of icebergs in fog and 
at night, 

By means of this new type of ma 
Tine thermometer it is possible to re- 
cord sea temperatures to one one-thou 
saindth of a degree C. The microther- 
mometer is of the electrica! resistance 
type. in which variations of the re- 
sistance of the metal wire serve to 
give a mensure of the changes of tem- 
perature of the medium in which the 
instrument Is immersed, The resist- 
ance of the wire is made so high that 
Small variations in temperature pro- 
duce comparatively great changes in 
the resistance. 

The coil is made with a resistance of 
125 ohms and consists of 250 feet of 
pure iron wire wilk covered and wound 
on a copper cylinder about four inches 
in diameter and six inches wide. The 
cylinder {s fitted accurately inside a 
second copper cylinder. The ends of 
the cylinders are carefully soldered 
and rendered water tight, while the 
connecting wires pass out through the 
middle of the outer cylinder. A stout 
copper tube is riveted on to the outer 
cylinder, to which other copper tubes 
can be fastened. ‘The wires’ pass 
through a lend cable to the chart room, 
where they are connected to the bridge 
for obtaining a measure ofthe tem- 
| perature resistance. Thus the absolute 
temperature as well as the smal! varta- 
| tions can be accurately measured. By 
means of a suitable modification and 
combination of a Calendar recorder 
with the wire bridge it is possible to 
record automatically the temperature 
to one one-hundredth of a degree 
Readings can be taken every balf min 
ute, and curves are plotted showing 
the variations of water temperatures. 

The instrument {s supported over the 
side of the ship about five feet under 
the surface of the water, It bas been 
found that the exposure of the bulb of 
the thermometer by the waves pro- 
duces no trreguiarities, as the tempera- 
ture of air in direct contact with the 
sea does not differ from that of the 
water, 
| Heretofore the proximity of Icebergs 
has been determined by means of the 

bridge thermometer and by immersing 
a mercury or alcohol ship thermometer 
into buckets of water drawn up from 
varying depths., These instruments 
are not, as a rule, graduated to less 
| than a single degree, which represents 
an Interval on the stem of only one- 
eighth of an inch. Temperatures tak- 
en in this manner, even as often as 
| tour times in an hour in a ship going 
eight knots, give temperatures only ar. 


| ery two mes. The temperatures of 
5 aes nity of an iceberg; hence 
comparisons made between~ observa- 
tions taken at intervals of even one 
mile are of no value in determining 
| the presence of icebergs. The oscilla- 
tions can be observed only on a con- 
tinuous record. On the scale of the 
new electrical thermometer a single 
| degree of temperature Is represented 
| by an interval of two feet, so that 
| variations which would be imperceptt- 
ble on an ordinary thermometer have a 
great effect on this sensitive instru- 
ment. 


The South Sea Swells. 

We all remember with what fre- 
quency in the old narratives of expert- 
ences In the south seas reference 1s 
made to the heavy swells of the ocean, 
which impressed the navigators with 
the idea of their remoteness from land, 
says Scientific American. The great 
size of the sea waves in high southern 
latitudes has been explained by the 
fact that south of the Cape of Good 
Hope dnd Cape Horn there ts neither 
windward nor leeward shore and the 
prevailing wind 1» all longitudes is 
westerly. Thus when a west wind 
springs up it finds a long westerly 
swell, the effect of a previous wind, 
still running. The new born wind tn- 
creases the steepness of this swell and 
so forms majestic storm waves, which 
sometimes attain a length of 1,200 feet 
from crest to crest, The average 
height attained by sea waves in feet 
is about half the velocity of the wind 
in miles per hour. 


Peruvian Petroleum. 

* Efforts are being made to develop 
More extensively the petroleum re 
sources of Peru. The known deposits 
of oil occur in a very narrow strip of 
land between the foothills of the 
Andes and the shore of the Pacific, 
and much of this Is flooded at high 
tide. Piles of railroad fron driven tp 
the pure ocean sand, which varies in 
depth from five to fifty fect. are used 
as foundations for the derricks, The 
shallowest of the driven wells ts 1,760 
feet in depth. There ia very little gas, 
and the ofl Is very beavy. so that it 
can be put into buckets with shovels, 
and it is carried direct to the furnaces 
to serve as fuel. 


Industrial Use of Volcanic Ash, 

For some time past a company in 
Japan has been engaged in exploiting 
the use of volcanic ash io combination 
with portland cement mortar, ‘This 
combination is said to be particularly 
Valuable tn the construction of works 
Submerged in salt water. It is claim: 
ed that the cement thus formed pos- 
sesses greater tensile strengih and ts 
denser (han ordinary portiand cement 
it is also more resistant to the perco- 
lation of water, I(t f thought that 
Bhould this industry prosper It might 
well be extended to the Philippines. 
where a great deal of volcanic ask is 
avaliable. 


Australian Marine Plant 
Valuable Properties. 

In Australia there was recently dis 
covered an extraordinary fiber of ma- 
tine growth which by reason of the | 
vast amount of the deposit and the re- | 
markable qualities of the fiber is ex- | 
pected to prove of great commercial 
importance. 

This fiber fs the result of the shed- 
dings of the leaf sheath of a sea grass 
botanically known as Posidonia austra- 
lis and so far has been found only in| 
Spencer guif, South Australia, where | 
the sheddings have been imprisoned | 
by the action of wind and waves in| 
the sand flats of the gulf. 

The uses of the fiber are found by 
experiments made by competent per-'| 
sons to be many and varied, and it | 
possesses many unique qualities, It | 
will spin and weave in union with 
Wool and will also take dye equally 
well, being so far as is known the only 
vegetable fiber to do this. It is practi- 
eally noninflammable, its charring 
point being 373 degrees F’., and it is to 
that extent a nonconductor, unlike cot- 
ton, It does not shrink and has more 
resilience than kapok. It is also found | 
to be as good for ship calking as 
oakum, 

Blankets and cloth woven of a-mix- 
ture of wool and this fiber, together 
with samples of the fiber in various 
stages of production from plant to 
yarn, are now on view inp the sample 
room of one of the leading wool houses 
in Australia, and the manufactured 
articles are being most favorably com- 
mented upon by those interested in the 
textile industries. On account of its 
splendid dyeing properties it can also 
be used in the making of carpets; also 
for coir matting, hessian, bagging, 
woolpacks, and it appears diflicult to 
say to what other uses with proper 
machinery it cannot be put.

A Hint For Carpenters. 

Many times a carpenter finds it nec- 
essary to cut through a board wall or 
partition with a saw. The usual meth- 
od is to bore a hole and start the saw 
cut with a compass saw. A cleaner 
and better cut can be started and 
made with a common handsaw if the 
end of the saw blade is rounding, says 
Popular Mechanics, This rounding 
part should be cut on a radius of about 
six inches, The cutting can be accom- 
plished by describing the arc of a cir- 
cle and clamping the saw blade in a 
vise with the line at the edge of the 
jaws. ‘The blade can be cut easily 
with a cold chisel and hammer, The 
teeth are then filed in the circle the 
same as the other part of the blade. 
The round end will start a cut in the 
surface of wood at any point, 


Testing Flying Torpedoes. 

According to a dispatch from Berlin, 
the Krupp firm has contributed $2,500 
per year to enable Professor Weichert 
of Gottingen to prosecute his experi- 
ments with an aerial or “flying” tor- 
pedo for which extraordinary speeds 
are claimed. The object of Professor 
Weichert’s present investigation is to 
work out a system of wireless control, 
Although such details as have been 
made public are so confusing as to
